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G. W. 0. USES TO V. P. I. THE 1911 “CHERIIT THEE" 

Game Hard Fought in First Half Foreword From Managers ^tting 
But Strength and Endurance Forth General Plans for the 
Give Victory to Virginia. PubUcation of the Annual. 
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‘THE first half of the game with 
\ irginia Polytechnic Institute, 
at Black.sburg, Va., November 13, 
was as fine an exhibition of foot- 
ball playing as one would care to 
see. Both teams fought hard, and 
when the whistle blew after thirty 
minutes of |)lay, each had shared in 
the glory of a touchdown. \'. P. I., 
however, gained one point over 
George Washington, Legge having 
kicked a difficult goal. 

GEORGE WASHINGTON WEAKENS. 

The second half was not so inter- 
esting from a G. W. U. standpoint. 
By means of line plunging, forward' 
passes, and fake plays, aided by a 
weakened resistance on the part of 
George W'asbington, \’. P. I. made 
steady gains, and finished the game 
by defeating their opponents by a 
score of 21 to 5. 

The Blacksburg team has main- 
tained an excellent record this sea- 
son, and they believed they would 
have an easy time defeating George 
Washington. But before the game 
had progressed very far they began 
to doubt whether they would even 
be so fortunate as to get the big end 
of the score. It was not until the 
last quarter, after a .severe talk 
from Coach Branch Bocock and a 
noticeable weakening of the G. W. 

U. team, that they began to pile up 
the points and feel that the game 
was theirs. 

V. P. I. EASILY SUPERIOR. 

Our team put up a game fight, 
but the strength and endurance of 
their opponents was superior. The 
team showed lack of training and 
practice, both in offensive and de- 
fensive play. Football, just like 
any other game, takes study and 
practice, and when a team gqes on 
a field without that confidence, 
which is a result of a thorough drill 
in signals and mass' play's,' it .might 
just as well give up from the start. 
George W^ashingtdn showed a need 
of more drill in signals, interference, 
and collective playing than anything 
else. /. 

Owing to the recept decision of 
the .Athletic Council, the game with 

V. P. I. closes this year’s season. 
On the whole, the record of the 
team has been a creditable one.

FOOTBALL SQUAD 
ORDERED TO DISBAND 

Disqualification of Men on the 
Team and Lack of Funds 
Make Action Necessary. 

ATHLETIC CRISIS REACHED 

A thletics received a decid- 
ed blow when the Athletic 
Council, at its meeting on 
.Monday, the 14th, refused to take 
any further resjionsibility for the 
financing of the football team. For 
some time the Council has been 
considering the question of how to 
solve the football problem, but it 
was not until the meeting of Alon- 
day night that a decision was finally 
made. .\fter consulering every 
liossible alternative, it was con- 
cluded that it would be necessary to 
cancel the remaining games on the 
schedule and to disband the team. 
The reasons for this action are, first, 
the lack of funds with which to 
finance the team, and, secondly, the 
disqualification of a majority of the 
men on the team, who, ins])ite of re- 
lieated warnings, hive failed to live 
u]> to the scholastic rei|uirements of 
the L niversity. The decision of the 
Council, together with its statement 
of the reasons for that decision, is 
embodied in the following resolu- 
tion which the Council pas.sed at ’its 
Monday , meeting and submitted to 
the University authorities: 

RESOLUTION OF ATHLETIC COUNCIL. 

“\\ HERE.^s, The .Athletic Council has 
entered upon the pre.sent athletic season 
after consultation with the President and 
the University authorities and .at their 
request ; and 

'IWherEas, The University ruling su.s- 
peilding men for hori-payfheht of tuition 
feCs, renders inelligible a working fn.a- 
jority of the football team ; and 

“Where.vs. The present critical finan- 
cial situation caused by the deficit of 
previous years, ;uid the unfavorable re- 
sults'of this year’s schedule will probably 
be enhanced by completing that sched- 
ule : therefore, be it 
"R'esolved. That the remaining games 
be ctmcelled at once, with the approval 
of the University authorities, and that 
the Council be directed in regard to 
measures necessary to relieve the pre.sent 
financial situation.” 

This resolution is self-explana- 
tory. Suffice it to say that the Uni- 
versity authorities approvetl the 
action of the Council. The remain- 
ing games on the schedule have ac- 
cordingly been cancelled and train- 
ing has ceased. 

FINANCIAL SITUATION CRITICAL. 

The fiUanciat situation of the 
Council is* to say the least, ex- 
tremely critical. The outstanding 
liabilities are approximately $i,aoo 
in excess of the assets. Part of this 
deficit is the accumulation of for- 
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mo' years, and has been carried 
over from year to year in the hope 
of a successful season. 

Just what measures will be taken 
to meet this deficit is not as yet 
known. It is the intention, of the 
University authorities to hold a con- 
ference in the near future to discuss 
methods by which the liabilities of 
the Athletic - Association may be 
liquidated. The authorities ^e will- 
ing to do everyfliing in their power 
to settle the financial question, but 
at the same time they desire that it 
should be understood by the student 
body and the outside business world 
that the University is not responsi- 
ble for the debts of student associa- 
tions. 

DECISION MAY AFFECT ATHLETICS 
GENERALLY. 

It is impossible just now to pre- 
dict in what manner or to what ex-- 
tent the decision of the Council will 
affect the other athletic interests 
of the University in general, and the 
continuance of football in particu- 
lar. It seems likely, however, that, 
unless a radical change for the bet- 
ter takes place in the amount of 
financial support given to athletics 
by the student body, it will be neces- 
sary to discontinue football perma- 
nently and perhaps also all other 
athletic enterprises as well. 

PRESIDENT STOCKTON’S STATEMENT. 

President Stockton gave out the 
following statement: 

“It is a matter of regret that there is 
not sulhcient spirit and leisure among 
the students to make up the number 
necessary to constitute a football team 
and to contribute the necessary amount 
of money. But no blame is attached to 
anyone, since circumstances existed with- 
in and outside of the team rendering it 
impossible to go on. I hope, however, 
that the proposed track meet will be 
fully carried out, as now seems likely. 

“Of course, the University is handi- 
capped in various ways. It has no ath- 
letic fields, nor any of the conveniences 
by which training tables can be carried 
on at a minimum cost. This year the 
University has contributed $500 for ath- 
letics, which is the utmost it can do finan- 
cially, as, naturally, its first duties are 
academic and educational. The academic 
and educational needs of the University 
are still beyond its finances, and conse- 
quently it rests with the students, and 
their friends, and the Alumni to assume 
in the main the expenses of athletics and 
of the various student enterprises.” 

MR. CURL’S ANALYSIS OF THE SITUA- 
TION. 

“In my opinion, three causes are re-' 
sponsible for the present football situa- 
tion. First, the schedule ; secondly, Sat- 
urday afternoon .classes, especially in the 
Law School ; thirdly, the impossibility of 
getting afternoon men to play football 
and the small number of day students 
from whom to draw. Circumstances, or 
what is popularly called ‘hard luck,’ 
forced us into a weak schedule. When 
the season was being planned games with 
Carlisle and Georgetown were counted 
upon, which two games would undoubt- 
edly have enbaled us to meet the finan- 
cial obligations of the season. In addi- 
tion, one or two minor games were can- 
celled by the other teams, and two out- 
of-town games, upon which we had . 
counted to make money; resulted in 
losses. 

“Saturday afternoon classes deprived 
us of the income from a large number of 
Athletic Association tickets. Students 
will not buy tickets if they cannot use 
them without cutting classes. We are 
now forced to admit that afternoon stu- 
dents will not cut class in order to play 
fmtball. Although special lectures are 
given by the Faculty for football play- 
ers, the men feel that they do not get 
the same benefit from these lectures that 
they obtain from the regular ones. The 
day classes at present are so small that 
a team cannot be drawn from them. 

“I believe, however, that this should 
not be our -final effort in behalf of foot- 


ball, as I confidently expect our day 
classes to increase, in which event we 
certainly should be able to pot a strong 
team upon the field. I am, therefore, 
decidedly in favor of giving football an- 
other trial.”

THE FOOTBALL SITUATION. 

It is, to say the least, unfortunate 
that the Athletic Council • should 
have been forced to discontinue 
football vyhen practically 6nly one 
game reniained to be', played. The 
statement that a, -student body of 
more than, twelve hiindreid is un- 
able, 9-r unwfllingi or both, to sup- 
port a footbill tfeam*' sounds very 
much like a paradox. And yet that 
is precisely the situation now. Not- 
withstanding the repeated and in- 
cessant efforts of the Council and 
the foPtba^l management to work up 
a little enthusiasm among the stu- 
dents, sucl^ attempt have proved 
abortive, and, whether we like it or 
not, we afe now forced to admit 
that, in spite bf the glovtipg pros- 
pects at the opening of tire season, 
the student body does not (Reserve 
to be represented in football, for the 
simple reason that it will .not sup- 
port a team. , -T'’ j 

This ifi not sai<l in a *spirit /of 
fault-finding. It is,' stat'ed nierely 
as the only possible inference that 
can be deduced from the history of 
this year’s football .season. There 
are a good many circumstances 
which make it practically impossible 
for a majority of the student body 
to support football. In fact, we be- 
lieve that Mr. Curl’s, analysis of the 
problem is the true orte, namely, that 
the late afternoon classes are at the 
basis of the difficulty. But even 
among those students who may be 
classed as “day students’’ there has 
been a woeful lack Of spirit. 

We are inclined, however, to take 
issue with Mr. Curl on the state- 
ment that “this should not be our 
final effort in behalf of football.” 
If by this is m^ant that another at- 
tempt should not be made until the 


day classes are large enough and the 
student body generally is willing to 
support a team, we agree with him 
exactly. But if he means that an 
attempt should again be made next 
year, we dissent from that opinion. 
In our judgment, the probability 
that the day classes of next year 
.Will be sufficiently large and en- 
thusiastic to support a football team 
is too remote to justify the making 
of any definite plans for next year, 
or even the year after. In other 
words, while we agree with Mr. 
Curl precisely as to the principle to 
be applied, namely, the size of the 
day classes and support that can be 
reiled ujion from them, we differ 
from Kim as to the application of 
that principle, if this statement is 
to ; be interpreted as mca/pingi^ that^ 
tfiie requisites of that principle will 
probably be satisfied by comlitiUns 
of next year. 

. It is not our purpose to attempt 
to fathom the causes 'for the pres'ent\ 
crisis'. W« 'have not sufficient data 
at hand to make even a shrewd 
guess in the matter. We do, not 
propose to unearth the jnusty rec- 
ords df the past in an endeavor to 
discover to what extent tte losses pf 
previous years are re.sponsible for 
the present deficit. In fact, we sur-»- 
mise that if such a seafeh were 
made i^ would be -found that the 
lack of financial support from the 
stuilent body was the underlying 
cause. The apathetic indifferetice 
of the student body is not sbtpe- 
thing of recent ' origin ; it haSy'its 
roots far back in the past. 

The important question just now 
is n6t How has 'this thing been 
done? but Ho\v js this thing to be 
undone ? Jdow ary the liabilities of j 
the , Association to be discharged,? 
It would seem that the obligation to, 
pay these debts rests upon the stu- 
dent body and the Alumni.

'THE STUDENT BODY. 

In the general plan of restoring 
public confidence in the University 
and pf securing for it public sup- 
port, the student body ,in'ust play an 
important part. That the Univer- 
sity needs' assistance is undoubted. 
But to get the supf)Ort of the com- 
munity there must be not only ne- 
cessity, but also desert. Of course,' 
as, studenf^, we are quite^ sure the 
University deserves tb be helped. 
That is a gootl indication. But it is 
not enopi^h. ^We have got to con- 
vince the community that, as a stu- 
clent body? We deserve to be helped. 
This is the problem with the solur 
tion of which we are now con- 
fronted. It is a problem which con- 
cerns not particular se/ttions of the 
stfident body, , not the upper class- 
men alone, but the entire student 
body, without exception. It is a 
problem which demands for its so- 
lution the united co-operation of 
every one of us. 

This, then, is the desideratum 
which we should set before us for 
the coming year, and which we 
should strive to accomplish— to 
convince the community that we de- 
serve its support. It is not our pur- 
pose to sermonize about the means 
that should be adopted to attain this 
end, nor to catalogue a list of "do’s" 
and “don’ts” for the guidance of 
student conduct. The appropriate 


means will readily suggest them- 
selves, if only the goal be kept at all 
times clearly in mind. 

It may be well, however, to sug- 
gest in a general w^ what those 
means should be. Every student 
should support the student activi- 
ties. It is not desired, nor would.it 
be advisable, that every student 
should support every student enter- 
prise., . But it is “absolutely neces- 
sary that every student should 
support at least -one student inter- 
est. Without such support- the stu- 
dent activities at this University- 
will, be a hopeless failure. With 
such support they will not only be 
highly successful, but will offer to 
the commupity a gauge by which it 
can estimate whether or not the stu-

FOOTBALL SQUAD 
ORDERED TO DISBAND 

Disqualification of Men on the 
Team and Lack of Funds 

Make Action Necessary.

ATHLETIC CRISIS REACHED 


A thletics received a decid- 
ed blow when the Athletic 
Council, at its meeting on 
Monday, the 14th, refused to take 
any further rc.sponsibi]ity for the 
financing of the ffiottall team. For 
some time the Council has been 
considering the (|uestion of how to 
.solve the football piroblem, but it 
was not until thejmeeting of Mon- 
day night that a decision was finally 
made. .After considering every 
pos,sible alternative. , it was con- 
cluded that it would be necessary to 
cancel the remaining games on the 
schedule and to disband the team. 
The reasons for this action are, first, 
the lack of funds with which to 
finance the team, and. .secondly, the 
dis(|uaIification of a majority of the 
men on the team, who, ins]>ite of re- 
peated warnings, have failed to live 
up to the scholastic ret|uirements of 
the University. The decision of the 
Council, together with its statement 
of the reasons for that decision, is 
embodied in the following resolu- 
tion which the Council passed at its 
-Monday meeting and submitted to 
the University authorities : 

RESOLUTION OF ATHLETIC COUNCIL. 

‘■\\ HEREAS, The .Athletic Council has 
entered upon the present athletic season 
after consultation with the President and 
the Upiversity authorities arfd at their 
request ; and 

t “Whereas, The University .ruling sus- 
pending men for non-payment of tuition 
fees, renders inelligible a working ma- 
jority of the football team : and 
“VVhereas, The present critical finan- 
cial .situation caused by the deficit of 
previous years, and the unfavorable re- 
sults of this year’s schedule will probably 
1 k‘ enhanced by completing that sched- 
ule ; therefore, be it 
“Resolved. That the remaining games 
lie cancelled at once, with the approval 
of the University authorities, and that 
the Council be directed in regard to 
measures necessary to relieve the present 
financial situation.” 

This resolution is self-explana- 
tory. Suffice it to say that the Uni- 
versity authorities approverl the 
action of the Council. The remain- 
ing ^mes on the schedule have ac- 
cordingly been cancelled and train- 
ing has cea.sed. 

FINANCIAL UTUATION CRITICAL. 
The financial situation of the 
Council is, to say the least, ex- 
tr^(^ critical. The outstanding 
liabilities are approximately $i,aoo 
in excess of the assets^ Part of this 
deficit is the accumulation of for- 
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mer years, and has been carried 
over from year to year in the hope 
of a successful season. 

Just what measures will be taken 
to meet this deficit is ndt as yet 
known. It is the intention of the 
University authorities to hold a con- 
ference in the near future to discuss 
methods by which the liabilities of 
the Athletic Association may be 
liquidated. The authorities are will- 
ing to do everything in their power 
to settle the financial question, but 
at the same time they desire that it 
should be understood by the student 
body and the outside business world 
that the University is not responsi- 
ble for the debts of student associa- 
tions. 

DECISION MAY AFFECT ATHLETICS 
GENERALLY. 

It is impossible just now to pre- 
dict in what manner or to what ex- 
tent the decision of the Council will 
affect the other athletic interests 
of the University in general, ami the 
continuance of football in particu- 
lar. It .seems likely, however, that, 
unless a radical change for the bet- 
ter takes place in the amount of 
financial support given to athletics 
by the student body, it will be neces- 
sary to* discontinue football perma- 
nently and perhaps also all other 
athletic enterprises as well. 

PRESIDENT STOCKTON’S STATEMENT. 

President Stockton gave out the 
following statement: 

“It is a matter of regret that there is 
not sufficient spirit and leisure among 
the students to make up the number 
necessary to constitute a football team 
and to contribute the necessary amount 
of money. But no blame is attached to 
anyone, since circumstances exi.sted with- 
in and outside of the team rendering it 
impossible to go on. I hope, however, 
that the proposed track meet will be 
fully carried out, as now seems likely. 

“Of course, the University is handi- 
capped in various ways. It has no ath- 
letic fields, nor any of the convehiences 
by which training tables can be carried 
on ,at a minimum cost. This year the 
University has contributed $500 for ath- 
letics, which is the utmost it can do finan- 
cially, as, naturally, its fir.st duties are 
academic and educational. The academic 
and educational needs of the University 
are still beyond its finances, and conse- 
quently it rests with the students, and 
their friends, and the Alumni to assume 
in the main the expenses of athletics and 
of the various student enterprises.” 

MR. CURL’S ANALYSIS OF THE SITUA- 
TION. 

“In my opinion, three causes are re- 
spon.sibIe for the present football situa- 
tion. First, the schedule ; secondly, Sat- 
urday afternoon classes, especially in the 
Law School ; thirdly, the impossibility of 
getting afternoon men to play football 
and the small number of day .students 
from whom to draw. Circumstances, or 
what is popularly called ‘hard luck,’ 
forced us into a weak schedule. When 
the season was being planned games with 
Carlisle and Georgetown were counted 
upon, which two games would undoubt- 
edly have enbaled us to meet the finan- 
cial obligations of the season. In addi- 
tion, one or two minor games were can- 
celled by the other teams, and two out- 
of-town games, upon which we had 
counted to make money, resulted in 
losses. 

“Saturday afternoon classes deprived 
us of the income from a large number of 
Athletic Asspeiation tickets. Students 
will not buy tickets if they cannot use 
them without cutting classes. We are 
now forced to admit that afternoon stu- 
dents will not cut class in order to play 
football. Although special lectures are 
given by the Faculty for football play- 
ers, the men fee! that they do not get 
the same benefit from these lectures that 
they obtain from the regular ones. The 
day classes at present are so small that 
a team unnot be drawn from them. 

‘T believe, however, that this should 
not be our final, effort in behalf of foot- 


ball, as I confidently expect our day 
classes to increase, in which event we 
certainly should be able to put a strong 
team upon the field. I am, therefore, 
decidedly in favor of giving football an- 
other trial.” 


EN6INEERIIIIG SCHOOL NOTES. 

■yHE Engineering Society met on 
* Saturday evening, November 
12, at the Bureau of Standards. 
About thirty- four men were pres- 
ent, and spent an entertaining and 
profitable evening. Probably no 
other institution in this country con- 
tains as much under one roof of in- 
terest to engineers as does the Bu- 
reau of Standards. The only regret 
of President Carty was that more of 
our engineers did not come out. 
The main difficulty seems to be that 
6.30 on Saturday evening is a rather 
inconvenient time, as many men re- 
serve that evening for social duties 
unconnected with their engineering 
course. Perhaps a larger crowd 
would attend if the meetings could 
be arranged for an evening in the 
middle o' fthe week. 

On Thursday, the 17th, the Jun- 
ior Class met and organized for the 
year. The meeting was short and 
was carried through in a business- 
like fashion. Only two officers were 
chosen: Mr. R. M. Ilarri.son, presi- 
dent, and Mr. M. P. Hayley. treas- 
urer. Both men are well known 
and admirably fitted for the offices. 

The Senior Class held a meeting 
recently and elected officers as fol- 
lows : Mr. H. K. Craig, president; 
Mr. F. A. Howard, vice jiresident; 
Mr. A. M. Prenti.ss, secretary; Mr. 
R. F. Carty, treasurer, and Mr. T. 
L. Moody, editor.

day classes are large enough and the 
student body generally is willing to 
support a team, we agree with him 
exactly. But if he means that an 
attempt should again be made next 
year, we dissent from that opinion. 
In our judgment, the probability 
that the day classes of next year 
will be sufficiently large and en- 
thusiastic to support a football team 
is too remote to justify the making 
of any definite plans for next year, 
or even the year after. In other 
words, while we agree with Mr. 
Curl precisely as to the principle to 
be applied, namely, the size of the 
day classes and support that can be 
reiled upon from them, we differ 
from him as to the application of 
that principle, if this statement is 
to be interpreted as meaning that 
the requisites of that principle will 
probably be .satisfied by conditions 
of next year. 

It is not our purpose, to attempt 
to fathom the causes for the present 
crisis. We have not sufficient data 
at hand to make even a .shrewd 
guess in the matter. We do not 
propose to unearth the musty rec- 
ords of the past in an endeavor to 
discover to what extent the losses of 
previous years are responsible for 
the present deficit. In fact, we .sur- 
mise that if such a search were 
made it would be found that the 
lack of financial support from the 
student body was the underlying 
cause. The apathetic indifference 
of the student body is not some- 
thing of recent origin; it has its

Who, in the name bf .Apollo and the 
N’ine, was Husenbethi who has a 
hundred or so lines of blank verse 
on “The Ruins of Babylon”? Will 
the “standard British and American 
authors” of tfxlay, now being fed to 
the high school pupils aforesaid, be 
as little known eighty years hence 
as the worthies of the “First Class 
Reader”? 

The compiler of the work lavs 
down in his preface the rules which 
he believes’ necessary in making a 
reading book.

THE FOOTBALL SITUATION, 

It IS, to say the least, unfortunate 
that the Athletic Council should 
have been forced to discontinue 
football when practically only one 
game remained to be played. The 
statement that a student body of 
more than twelve hundred is un- 
able, or unwilling, or both, to sup- 
port a football team sounds very 
much like a paradox. And yet that 
is precisely the situation now. Not- 
withstanding the repeated and in- 
cessant efforts of the Council and 
the football management to work up 
a little enthusiasm among the stu- 
dents, such attempts have proved 
abortive, and, whether we like it or 
not, we are now forced to admit 
that, in spite of the glowing pros- 
pects at the opening of the season, 
the student body does not deserve 
to be represented hi football, for the 
simple reason that it will not sup- 
port a team. 

This is not said in a spirit of 
fault-finding. It is stated merely 
as the only possible inference that 
can be deduced from the history of 
this year’s football season. There 
are a good many circumstances 
which make it practically impossible 
for a majority of the student body 
to support football. In fact, we be- 
lieve that Mr. Curl’s analysis of the 
problem is the true one, namely, that 
the late afternoon classes are at the 
basis of the difficulty. But even 
among those students, who may be 
classed as “day students” there has 
been a woeful lack of spirit. 

We are inclined, however, to take 
issue with Mr. Curl on the state- 
ment that “this should not be our 
final effort in behalf of football.” 
If by this is meant that another at- 
tempt should not be made until the 


COLUMBIAN DEBATING SOGIETT 


■ V^HEN one can hold the atten- 
tion of an audience while dis- 
cussing what we sometimes call a 
worn-ont subject, he is almost to be 
classed as an orator. Well, such 
was the situation when Messrs. 
Richardson, Xichol.son, Hilton, and 
Oberlin debated th§ old (|ucstion, 
“That the United States Should Es- 
tabli.sh a System of Shipping Subsi- 
dies.” The affirmative based their 
argument upon conditions existing 
in European countries, which, they 
argued, make it impossible for 
American shipping companies to 
compete successfully. The negative 
contended that no stable industry 
could be established by making the 
industry dependent upon a bounty. 
High tariff was cited as the real 
cause of our inability to cope with 
foreign shippers. This, of course, 
was denied and ably refuted by 
affirmative speakers. The negative 
won the decision of the judges, first 
honors going to Mr. Hilton, and 
second to Mr. Oberlin, both nega- 
tive speakers.

THE STUDENT BODY. 

In THE general plan of restoring 
public confidence in the University 
and of securing for it public sup- 
port, the student body must play an. 
important part. That the Univer- 
sity needs assistance is undoubted. 
But to get the support of the com- 
munity there must be not only ne- 
cessity, but also desert. Of course, 
as students, we are quite sure the 
University deserves to be helped. 
That is a good indication. But it is 
not enough. We have got to con- 
vince the community that, as a stu- 
dent body, we deserve to be helped. 
This is the problem with the solu- 
tion of which we are now con- 
fronted. It is a problem which con- 
cerns not particular sections of the 
student body, not the upper class- 
men alone, but the entire student 
body, without exception. It is a 
problem which demands for its so- 
lution the united co-operation of 
every one of us. 

This, then, is the desideratum 
which we should set before us for 
the coming year, and which we 
should strive to accomplish— to 
convince the community that we de- 
serve its support. It is not our pur- 
pose to sermonize about the means

ter home and the close companion- 
ship between the members. Almost 
all of the fraternities maintain chap- 
ter houses, in which some of the 
members reside. Here in the daily 
association of several congenial 
souls about a common table, and 
under the same roof, is found an 
atmosphere second only to that of 
the home itself. Since the colleges 
began to abandon their dormitories 
and leave students away from home 
to the uncertain influences of city 
boaroing-houses and college-town 
lodgings, this work of the fraternity 
cannot be too highly commended. 
The home-like influences of the 
chapter house cannot but have a 
potent influence upon the character ; 
and even those who do not live in 
the chapter house reap undoubted 
benefits from the intimate associa- 
tion of a number of congenial 
friends. 

.\ccording to scope, fraternities 
are classed as honorary, general or 
literary, professional, and local. 
Membership in two fraternities of 
the same scope is forbidden by 
Greek ethics. But in the case of 
academic and professional frater- 
nities, whose aims and ideals lie in 
altogether different fields, and 
therefore do not conflict, the rule 
of single membershii) is not consid- 
ered inflexible. Hence, it is by no 
means unusual to find a student be- 
longing to both an academic and a 
|)rofessional fraternity,, 

George Washington contains some 
of the best- fraternities in the coun- 
try, as may be ascertained from 
Baird’.s “Manual of Fraternities," 
1905 edition. Fraternities here re- 
ceive the encouragement of the 
Faculty, and some of the local chap- 
ters number member? of the Fac- 
ulty among their "brother.s.” These 
members have often furnished valu- 
able counsel and guidance to the 
chapters, and have proved a .soufee 
of strength. The school is what 
may be called a good fraternity 
field, without being fraternity rid- 
den. Many prominent places in the 
activities of the University are filled 
by Greek-letter men, but not to an 
extent that makes it impossible for 
a non-fraternity man to attain to 
positions of honor. On the con- 


trary, “Greek” and “barbarian” are 
found sharing in the activities and 
honors for the glory of their com- 
mon Alma Mater.

yV DISTINCT 1 \’E feature of 
.-\merican college life is the 
Greek-lett'er fraternity. A college 
fraternity is an organization main- 
taining chapters in a number of col- 
leges and universities for certain 
social and literary purposes. Its 
name is a combination of two or 
three Greek letters, usually the ini- 
tial letters of a Greek motto stat- 
ing the purpose or aims of the fra- 
ternity, known only to the members. 
Its meetings are conducted under a 
carefully guarded ritual, and the 
proceedings are kept under the 
strictest secrecy. But in reality the 
element of secrecy is at the present 
day of relatively minor importance, 
except as regards the motto and 
ritual and the privacy of procedure 
in its meetings, there is very little 
that is secret about a fraternity. 

The more important side of the 
Greek-letter fraternity is the char- 
acter-building influence of the chap-
